35 U.S.C. 112 REJECTIONS 
Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

To be consistent with the language of claim 20 (line 10), 
claim 8 -line 2 should be modified as follows: 

1) the phrase "is carried on" should be changed to — are 
carried adjacent--. 

The above change clarifies the language of claim 8 as well 
as providing similar language to that of claim 19 (line 2) of the 
5, 533, 325 patent . 

ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 

Claims 2-7 and 20-22 are allowable as presently set forth. 
The present claim language is in direct correspondence with the 
claim language of claims 15 and 24 of the 5,533,325 patent. 

Claim 8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection (s) under 35 U.S.C. 112 set forth in this 
Office action.
